The City and tte Trolley. 


The abandonment of the Normal 


trolley line, which was 0,1 Tuesday 
last discussed before 
the Common 


Council Is still a matter of quite gen- 
eral consideration by the public. Pe- 
titions pro and con have been circu- 
lated, and to a considerable extent 
tsigned, aod though the matter of the 
abandonment has aat a* yet been 
brought before tbe Public 
Service 


commission, there Is every reason to 
believe that it soon will be. It will 
be remembered 
in this connection 


that when trolley matters were last 
before the commission it was held 
by that body that conditions were 
not such as to justify an order to re- 
build. Some improvements, however, 
were made in the xervice, but 
the 
patronage since that time has not 
been such as <o confirm the belief 
that the company con ever rebuild. 
Moreover, a situation to be faced is 
that th* company cannot Jon* con- 
tinue to operate on the branch with 
safety to piuwenger* carried. 
There are, th«rc(or«, it now ap- 
peare, three things which the com- 
pany might poeeibry do. It might re- 
construct the 
line. If it had 
thft 
money, which at this time it has not; 
it might continue gvin* on as at pres- 
ent, but with a certainty that at no 
distant day thw branch will be en- 
tirely out of service; or It might give 
up Uie Jhie entirely, taKins up the 
rails and abaneVtmlnc the service on 
Church, Ceatetr ami Maple street*; 
and it Is the opinion of many in the 
city that this should be done. 
The trolley occupies a peculiar po- 
sition among the traction companies 
ot the state.
